with the American cabinet that the 


sacred commandments of humanity must be ob- 
served also in war. 
Just as it has hitherto given 


at no time and to no- person occasion to doubt its 
respect for these commandments, in like manner 
also in the whole course of tills war, which pre- 
sents such pictures of confusion of moral concep- 
tion, has it given numerous proofs of humanitarian 
sentiments toward enemies as well as toward neu- 
tral stales, and it was not due lo this government 
that 1C was, a. short time ago. not In harmony with 
Ihe Washington cabinet precisely on a question 
which It (the Austro-Hungarian government), in 
harmony with the entire public opinion In Austria- 
Hungary, regarding 
principally as a 
Question of 


humanity. 


"The imperial and royal government can also 


substantially concur. In the principle- expressed In 
the very esteemed note, that privale ships, in so 
far as they do not flee or offer resistance, may not 
be destroyed without the 
persons 
aboard being 


brought into safety. 


"The imperial and royal government is very 


responsive to the assurance that the federal gov- 
ernment lays value upon seeing that the good rela- 


. tions which happily exist between Austria-Hungary 


and the United States of America are maintained. 
It reciprocates this assurance most warmly, and Is 
now, as heretofore, concerned to render these rela- 
tions more hearty, so far as lies in its power. 


Result of Investigation 


"Guided by the same spirit of frankness as the 


government of the Union, the 'imperial and royal 
government, although it does nut find In the note 
previously referred to the answer to all the legiti- 
mate questions submitted by it, is willing to com- 
municate to the federal government the result of 
ihe investigation which. In accordance with existing 
departmental regulations, was (l)esun immediately 
after the receipt of the fleet report on the sinking 
of the Ancona, and which was just recently re- 
ceived. 
/. 


"The result of this investigation may be sum- 


marized as 
follows: 
On Nov. 7. 1915, at 
11.10 


o'clock In the forenoon, the commander of the sub- 
marine observed in latitude 3S.10 north longtluile 
10.08 east in foggy weather al a distance roundly 
3000 metres and one point to starboard the outlines 
of a large Italian steamer. He took it at first for 
a transport steamer and turned about and fired 
from his rear sun a warning shol far from Ihe 
vessel. 


"Simultaneously he displayed the signal, Leave 


the ship.' 
The steamer did not stop, but rather 


turned aside and sought to escape. 
Tlie commander 


at first remained stopped for some minutes in order 
to increase the distance, since he feared that the 
steamer had a stern gun and would fire at the 
'submarine with It. 
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water 
although persons could still be observed 


aboard. Tho steamer gradually righted Itself to an 
even keel and settled so slowly, that the submarine 
commander at first doubted whether the steamer 
would sink. Not until 1.20 o'clock did It sink after 
a lengthy parallel settling with the bow first. 


"During: these further 4o minutes all persons 


yet aboard could have been saved with difficulty 
wilh the boats still or. hand. 


"From the fact that this, contrary to his ex- 


pectations, was done, the commander concluded that 
the crew, contrary to all seamen's customs, had 
accomplished their own rescue with the first boats 
and abandoned to themselves the passengers en- 
trusted to iheir protection. 


"The weather at the time of the incident was 


good and the sea calm, so that the lifeboats could 
have reached the nearest coast .without danger, as, 
indeed, the lifeboats actually were damaged only 
by the unskilled lowering, but not after they had 
struck the water. 


"The loss of Ihe human lives is, in the lirst 


instance, by no means ascribable to the sinking of 
the ship, but, and .in all probability. In a much 
higher measure, to the rapid lowering (hlnuntcr 
wcrfen) of the. boats during full speed, as well as 
to the fact that -the crew, concerned only for itself, 
did not rescue the passengers of the capsized boats. 


"It is also probably ascribable .to shots which 


hit the fleeing vessel, but the death, of persons \vho 
sank with the steamer is also, above nil, ascrihable_ 
to ihe disloyal-conduct of the crew. 


Incorrect Premises 


"As appears from this above adduced stale of 


.affairs, the very esteemed note of Dec. 9 is based 
in many points on incorrect premises.. Information 
reaching the United States government that solid 
shot was immediately Mrcd toward tho steamer is 
incorrect; it Is Incorrect that the submarine over- 
hauled the steamer (luring the'chase; it Is incorrect 
that only a brief period was given for getting Ihe 
people into the boats. 


"On the contrary, an unusually long period was 


granted to the Ancona for getting passengers in 
the boats. 


"Finally, it is Incorrect that number of shells 


were still fired al the steamer after it had stopped. 


"The facts of the case demonstrate further that 


the 
commander 
of 
tho 
submarine granted 
the 


steamer a full 45 minutes' time,- that IP. more than 
an adequate period to give tlie persons aboard an 
opportunity to take to tho boats. 
Then, since the 


people were not alt saved, lie carried out the tor- 
pedoing In such a manner that the ship could re- 
main above water the longest possible time, doing 
this with the purpose 
of making 
possible 
the 


abandonment of the vessel on boats still in hand. 


"Since the ship remained a further 45 minutes 


above water, he would have accomplished his pur- 
pose if the crew of the Ancona had not abandoned 
the passengers in a manner contrary to duty. 
°\VHh 


full consideration, however, of this conduct of the 
commander, aimed at accomplishing, the rescue of 
the crew and passengers, the imperial and royal 
marine authorises reached the conclusion that he 
had omitted to take adequately into consideration 
the panic .that had broken out among the 
pas- 


sengers, which rendered difficult tlie taking to tlie 
boats, and the spirit of the regulation that im- 
perial and royal marine officers shali fail in giving

"From 
a distance of about 2000 metres 
the 


commander saw that six boats were filled and rowed , 
hastily away from the steamer. 
Another boat was 


capsized and floated keel up. 
The people held on 


lo the hanging lines and to the capsized boat. 


Great Panic Aboard' 


"During the further approach of the submarine 


the commander saw that a great panic reigned 
aboard and that he hart to deal with a passenger 
steamer namely, the Ancona. from Genoa. 
There- 


fore, he gave the occupants of the steamer more 
time than was required to leave the ship in life- 
boats. 


"At least 10 lifeboats were still aboard, which 


would have more than sufficed for the rescue of the 
persons still aboard. 
One of these boats hung, full 


of people, half turned 
1 outward on the davits. 


"Since, however, except 
for this, no further 


move was made to lower boats, the commander 
decided after a lapse of 45 minutes to torpedo the 
ship in a such a manner that it should remain a 
considerable time afloat, in order that, on the one 
hand, the getting of the people into the lifeboats 
should be hastened and that on the other, adequate 
opportunity should remain for rescuing the persons 
still aboard. 


"Shortly thereafter 
a steamer became visible 


which was 
throwing out heavy clouds of smoke 


and headed toward the Ancona. It apparently had 
been summoned by the Ancona's wireless. 


"Since the submarine commander had to reckon

Text of Austrian Reply 


VIKN'N'A. Jan. 1.—The following note, dated Dec. 


25, In answer to the American government's demands 
concerning the sinking of the Italian steamer Ancona 
by an Austrian submarine, has heen delivered to 
Frederick C. Penfjeld, the American ambassador: 


"In answer to your very esteemed note -No. 4307. 


of the Sl.st instant, the subscriber has the honor to 
lay the following most respectfully before his ex- 
cellency, the ambassador of tlie Untied Biaies of 
America, Vrcderick Conrlland Penfield: 


"The 
'imperial 
and royal 
government 
agrees 


thoroughly ' with the American cabinet that the 
sacred commandments of humanity must -be ob- 
served also in war. Just as it hns hitherto given 
at no time and to no "person occasion to doubt its 
respect for Ihese- commandments, in like manner 
also in the whole course of this war, which pre- 
sents such pictures of confusion of moral concep- 
tion, has It given numerous proofs of humanitarian 
sentiments toward enemies as well as toward neu- 
tral states, nnd.lt was not duo to this government 
that It was. a short time ago, not in harmony with 
the Washington cabinet precisely on a question 
which 
it (the Austro-Hnngnrlan government), in 


harmony with the entire public opinion in AuBtrla- 
Hnngary, regarding principally as a question of 
humanity. 


"The 
imperial and royal government can also- 


.substantially concur in (lie principle expressed in 
the ver.v esteemed mile, that private, ships, in so 
far as they tlo not flee or offer resistance, may not 
be destroyed 
without 
Hie persons aboard 
being 
brought Into safety. 


"The 
imperial and royal government is very 


responsive to the assurance that the federal gov- 
ernment lays value upon seeing that the good rela- 
tions which happily exist between . Austria-Hungary 
and the United Slates of America iue. maintained. 
It reciprocates this assurance most warmly, and is 
now, as heretofore, concerned to render these rela- 
tions more hearty, so far as lies in its power. 


Result of Investigation 


"Guided hy the same spirit of frankness as the 


govemmant of the Union, the imperial and royal 
gov«a:nent, /although it does not find in. the note 
previously referred to the answer to all the legiti- 
mate questions submitted by it, is willing to com- 
municate t6 the federal government the result of 
the investigation which, In accordance with existing 
departmental 
regulations, was 
begun immediately 


after the receipt of the fleet report on the sinking 
of the Ancona, and which was Just recently re- 
' ceived. 


"The result of this investigation may be sum- 


marized as follows: 
On Nov. 7, 1510, at 11.40 


o'clock In the forenoon, the commander of the sub- 
marine observed in latitude 38.40 north 
longtiude 


10.08 east In foggy weather at a d'stance- roundly 
3000 metres and one point to starboard the outlines 
of a large Italian steamer. 
He took it at first for 


a transport steamer and turned about and fired 
from his rear gun n. warning shot far from the 
vessel. 


"Simultaneously he displayed the signal, Leave 


the ship.' 
The steamer did not stop, but rather 


turned aside and sought to escape.' The commander 
at lirst remained stopped for some minutes in order 
to increase the distance, since he feared that the 
steamer had n. stern gun and would fire at the 
submarine witli it. 


"When the distance hail reached 4500 metres 


he had the pursuit taken up with full power and 
fired from his forward gun at n decreasing distance 
16 shells, among which he observed three hits. 


"During the chase the steamer went 
zigzap, 


and stopper! only ;ifter the third hit. Thereupon 
the commander ceased firing. 


"During the (light 
flip steamer 
had 
already, 


while at full speed, le* some boats with passengers 
in them fall, which immediately capsized. 
After 


stopping, the steamer began launching boats. 


"From a distance of about 
2000 metres the 


commander saw that six boats were filled' and rowed 
hastily away from the slpamer. 
Another hoat was 


capsized and floated keel up. 
The people held on 


to the hanging lines and to the capsized boat. 


Great Panic Aboard 


"During tlie further approach of the submarine 


the commander 
saw that a great 
panic reigned 


aboard and that he had to deal with :i passenger 
steamer namely, the Ancona. from Genoa. 
There- 


fore, he gave the occupants. of the steamer more 
time than was required to leave the ship in life- 
boats. 


"At least 10 lifeboats were still aboard, which 


would have more than sufficed for (he rescue of the 
persons still aboard. Cne of these boats hung, full 
of people, half turned outw;ti|p on the davits. 


"Since, however, except 
for this, no 
further 


move was made to lower boats, the cnmmnnricr 
decided after a. lapse of 45 minutes to torpedo the 
ship in a such a manner that it should remain a 
considerable time afloat, in order that, on the one 
hand, the getting of the people into the lifeboats 
should be hastened and that on the other, adequate 
opportunity should remain for rescuing the persons 
still aboard. 


"Shortly thereafter a steamer hrr-aino visible 


which was throwing out heavy clouds of smoke 
and headed toward the Ancona. 
It apparently had 


been summoned hy tiie Ancona's wireless. 


"Since the submarine commander hart to reckon 


on an attack by a steamer which he took for an 
enemy cruiser, lie submerged, after having, at 12.3n 
o'clock in tho aflernoon had a torpedo fired into 
the forward bagpage hold of the Ancona. from a 
distance of SOI mefres. 
The Ancona listed about 


10 decrees to starboard after this shot. 


"Thereupon 
nn effort was made to lower the

accomplished their owii rescue with the first boats 
and abandoned to themselves the passengers en- 
trusted to their protection. 


"The weather at the lime of Hie Incident was 


good and the sea calm, so that tho lifeboats could 
have reached the nearest coast without danger, as, 
indeed, the lifeboats actually wore' damaged only 
hy the unskilled lowering, but not after they had 
struck the water. 


"The 
loss of the human lives Is. in the first 


instance, hy no means ascribablo to the sinking of 
the ship, but, and In all probability, in a much 
higher measure, to the rapid lowering (hinunter 
werfen) of the boats during full speed, as well as 
to the fact that the crew, concerned only for itself, 
did not rescue the passengers of (he capsized boats. 


"ft Is also probably ascribable to shots whlrh 


-lilt the fleeing vessel, hut the death o'f'persons who 
Rank with the steamer is also, above all, ascrllniblc 
to the disloyal conduct of the crew. 


Incorrect Premises 


''As appears from the above' adduced slate of 


affairs, .the very esteemed note of Dec. 9 is based 
in many points 'on incorrect premises. 
Informallon 


reaching ihe L'niled States government tluu solid 
shol 'was immediately Hred toward the steamer Is 
incorrect: it is incorrect that the submarine over- 
hauled the steamer during the chase; it is incorrect 
that only a brief per.od was given for getting the 
people into the boats. 


"On the contrary, an unusually long period was 


granted to the Ancona for getting passengers in 
the boats. 


''Finally, it is incorrect that number of shells 


were still fired at the steamer after it had slopped. 


"The facts of the case demonstrate further that 


Ihe 
commander 
of the 
submarine granted 
the 


steamer a full 45 minutes' time, that is. more Ihan 
nn adequate period to give the persons aboard an 
opportunity to take to the boats. Then, since the 
people were not all saved, be carried out the lor- 
periolng in such a manner th;it the ship could re- 
main above wafer the longest possible time, doing 
this with the purpose of making 
possible 
the 


abandonment of the vessel on boats still in hand. 


"Since the ship remained a further 45 minutes 


above water, he would have accomplished his pur- 
pose if the crew of the Ancona had not abandoned 
the passengers in a manner contrary to duty. With 
full consideration, however, of this conduct of the 
commander, aimed at accomplishing the rescue of 
the crew and passengers, the imperial and royal 
marine authorities reached the conclusion that he 
had omitted to take adequately Into consideration 
tlie panic that had broken out among the pas- 
sengers, which rendered difficult the taking to the 
boats, and the spirit of the regulation that im- 
perial and royal marine ofHcers shall fail in giving 
help fo nobody in need, not even to an enemy. 


"Therefore, 
the officer 
was punished 
in ac- 


cordance witli the ex!sfing rules, for exceeding his 
instructions. 
"The imperial and royal government in the face 


of .this state of affairs does not hesitate to draw 
the corresponding 
conclusions respecting the in- 


demnification of American citizens affected hy the 
sinking of the prize, but in this regard it makes 
the following statement: 


"The 
investigation 
into 
the 
sinking 
of the 


Ancona could "naturally furnish no essential point 
to show in bow far a right to an indemnity is to 
he granted American 
citizens. 
The imperial and 


royal 
government cannot, indeed, even according 


to the view of the Washington cabinet be held 
liable for damages wLicb resulted from the un- 
doubtedly justified bombardment of the fleeing ship. 


"Is should just as little have to answer for the 


damages which come to pass before the torpedoing 
of the ship through the faulty lowering of lifeboats 
or the capsizing of the lowered boats. 


"The imperial and royal government must as- 


sume that the Washington government 
is in a 


position and disposed 
to give 
it 
(the Austro- 


Hungary government). Hie required, and certainly 
not unimportant, information in this respect. 


Will 
Disregard 
Gap in Proof 
. 


"If. 
however, because of possible lack of ma- 


terial proofs, the particular circumstances under 
which American citizens suffered damage should not 
have become known to the Union government, the 
royal government, in consideration for the humane- 
ly deeply regrettable incident and hy a desire to 
proclaim once again its friendly feelings toward the 
federal government, v.-onlrl he gladly willing to dis- 
regard Ihis gap in the evidence and to extend in- 
demnities also lo Ihose damaged whose cause can- 
nol be established. 


"While the imperial and royal government may 


probably consider the affair of the Ancona. as set- 
tled with the foregoing statements it reserves to 
itself at -this time the right -to bring up for dis- 
cussion at a later period the definite questions of 
international law connected with submarine war- 


"The undersigned has tlie honor 
to request 


most respectfully that his excellency the ambassa- 
dor of the Unitc'ci States of America will he pleased 
to bring the foregoing to the attention of the federal 
government and takes advantage of this opportunity 
to renew lo bis excellency an expression of his 
mosl especial esteem.
